WAR MEMORIAL SPEAKER 

It has been the policy of the College 
to bring to the staff and the student body 
each year a well known and enlightening 
speaker as a nriemorial to those who 
defended our country and our liberty 
in the last war. In past years such 
notable personalities as the Hon. 
Vincent Massey, Rt. Hon. Louis St. 
Laurent to mention a few, have re- 
minded their audiences of their 
obligations in the preservation of 
peace and mutual understanding among 
the nations of the world. 

This year we will have the opportun- 
ity of hearing Dr. Gerald White Johnson, 
a distinguished journalist from Balti- 
more, Ohio. Although this name may 
not be familiar to many, Dr. Johnson's 
achievements are not entirely journal- 
istic but also literary. He is the 
author of no less than twenty- two books 
dealing mainly with the history of the 
fnited States which bring to light many of the lesser known events which made our near- 
fit neighbour a leader in world politics » He was at one time connected with several 
lorth Carolina newspapers and later with the Baltimore Sun . Since 1943 he has been 
freelance writer for several magazines including Harpers and MacLean's in which 
n excerpt of his latest book, '*The Peril and the Promise", appeared under the column 
For the Sake of Argument". 

Dr. Johnson's educational pursuits have gained him the titles of Bachelor of 
rts, Dr. of Literature, Doctor of Laws and Doctor of Civil Law. He has also received 
^ree awards; the George Foster Peabody award, Alfred I. DuPont and the Sydney 
lillman Foundation award for news commentary work on television.

Professor Estey is now an assistant professor at Macdonald College 
in Plant Pathology, but also specializes in Micology. 

Before coming here. Professor Estey had a very interesting and 
widespread education. He grew up on a farm in Melville, N.B. , near WoodstocK 
and attended Carleton County Vocational School for his preliminary education. 
After this, he went to Woodstock, N.B„ , where he took courses in Agriculture an 
Farm Mechanics and then went to New Brunswick Teachers' College. 

During the war from October, 1945 to June 1949, he opened an 
Industrial Arts Department in Quebec High School. His wife taught Biology at^^ 
the same school during these four years. Mr. Estey has also been President o 
Quebec Teachers' Association and vice-president of Quebec Home and Schoo 
Association. 

In 1951, he obtained a BSc . degree in General Agriculture at Macdona 
College, after which he returned to his own school, Carleton County Vocationa 
School for two years and taught vocational agriculture. Since Mr. Estey was 
not satisfied with his qualifications, he attended the University of Maine for his 
Master's degree in Botany and then came back to Mac for his Ph.D. in Plant 
Pathology which he received in 1956. Again he left us to teach Plant Pathology 
and Micology (the study of fungi) for one year at the University of Connecticu . 
He has now returned to Macdonald as Assistant Professor.

GERMANY REARMS

Many people are still wondering if the allied countries were wise in encour- 
Jig and aiding the Germans to rebuild their forces. Their army is growing steadily, 
1 seems to have excited fear and distrust in many of Germany^s neighbours. Even 
hin the country the move evoked strong opposition, where higher taxes, conscription, 
1 a general dread of anything military made the prospect a very unattractive one. 

It has been argued by former German enemies that the Army is a menace to 
rope, and that it is ineffectual. The people who believe that a Germany army would 
a menace are naturally the ones who suffered the most at their hands during the last 
> wars. When they hear the word "German*" they immediately associate it with 
ler. It is time to discontinue the practice of considering individuals as necessarily 
>resentative of national character. 

If we could appraise a nation by its individuals, it would be just as correct to 
'Stitute Goethe for Hitler, who was, incidentally, an Austrian by birth. The horrors 
t we associate with this Nazi leader do not characterize the national nature of the 
•mans, but their historical situation „ History deprived the Germans of the opportunity 
Jhape their own political future democratically. They "fought for freedom" too in the 
•s of the Reformation and the civic uprisings of the last century, but theirs was a 
tory of defeats. After the First World War a democratic constitution was set up as 
only possible basis for an acceptable government. This democracy, however, was 
a prize won in hard struggle - there was no glamour in it - and a sentimental 
larchism still lingered on„ The uncertainty of a new parliamentary democracy 
ch lacked a native tradition had to meet the conditions imposed by the victorious 
es and the expectations of the native people. 

As to the question of the new German army being ineffectual, one could safely 
that the army of any Western power - possibly with the exception of the U.S.A. - 
Id be ineffectual by itself. However, since the Germans are working in close 
ance with the other Western countries, just as we are, their army is meant to be 
'ely a contribution to the general safety of this hemisphere. 

Despite the arguments in favour of German re-armament, however, there is 
aspect that could be dangerous. If the Russians were to bring in tanks to suppress 
^volt in East Germamy, would West Germany sit back and look on while they had 
Ive well-trained and equipped divisions at their disposal?? They protest that they 
W "sit tight". Who knows? One only needs to ask what any normal group of human 
igs would do in a similar situation, and the answer, for the Western world as a 
le, is not altogether consoling.

In the meantime, some serious incidents have taken place when there wc 
no sign of these -policemen" around. The most outstanding case was the day ol 
Royal. With scores of cars of visiting gentry and students plying between the ma 
campus and the barns by crossing the Boulevard and railway tracks, there were 
two policemen around. One was directing traffic around the Oval- the necessity 
which is nebulous to me while another was at the tracks part-time. This pomt 
me was the most crucial spot on the campus as was proven. A serious acciden 
unfortunately occurred at a time when this "part-time" officer was presumably 
"at lunch" and no one was on duty at the tracks . Yet these same men never taK 
time off to miss a student's car parked in the wrong place. 

A week ago, four men from the surrounding area entered the Students 
Recreation Centre and stole a student's purse within 2 minutes of her back being 
turned and disappeared in the black of night. No campus policement were in sig. 
No, they never try to stop strange characters (who could possibly be habitua 
criminals) from entering places like the Coffee Shop, No, how could they when 
they only have eyes for the innocent student mis-parking; they see nothing else. 

It would appear, therefore, that the campus police's main purpose her« 
is to put tickets on students' cars presumably to milk the poor students of some 
extra dollars (mind you not cents) for the coffers in the Main Building . I have 
tried to show that this purpose is not rewarding and if this is the main objective 
then I can only conclude that the CAMPUS POLICE ARE USELESS. 
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AN APPRAISAL OF MR « JOHN PRATT - PROGRESSIVE CONSERVATIVE 



On the evening of Mar. 13th, John Pratt^ the Conservative candidate for 
Jacques Cartier-Lasalle, spoke to a group of Macdonald students and staff in the 
assembly hall. As the audience was not a particularly large one, Mr. Pratt spoke 
in an informal manner, taking up a semi-recumbent position on top of the table 
placed on the stage . 

He stated his local platform concisely and clearly ^ It included the following 
brief points: the installation of sewage disposal plants to divert the sewage being 
dumped into Lake St. Louis; the abolition of level railway crossings; the improve- 
ment of postage services in this county; the necessity for additional bridges to 
"get off the Island"; a greater share of the tax dollar to municipalities, and finally 
better representation for the county. Mr. Pratt stated that during the eight years in 
which his Liberal opponent had been ensconced in Ottawa, he had spoken five times 
on the floor of the House, and according to Pratt ^s figures, it cost the country 
$16sOOO every time he opened his mouth. At this point someone in the audience 
queried, "How often did you speak?" Fortunately Pratt had an adequate answer. 

Although his local platform was clear enough, his national platform was 
rather vague and non-committal. When asked about the main difference between 
the Conservative and Liberal parties, Mr. Pratt stated that it was not so much a 
matter of basic policies, it was the way in which they were carried out. He felt 
that after 22 years in power, the Liberals had become set and even arrogant in 
their ways. He referred a number of times to Mr. Diefenbaker, whom he thought 
has a special type of personality, "an undefinable something", which to his mind 
"Mr. Pearson hasn't got". This latter statement concerning Mr. Pearson was more 
than a little irritating- it was like listening to a mediocre student criticising the top 
notch dean of a neighbouring university. However, politics is politics. 

Mr. Pratt encouraged questions - in fact he left his address ( 166 Lakeshore 
Dr., Dorval)- in case anyone wished to question him further. When asked about 
the supposed Diefenbaker-Duplessis connection, he maintained quite reasonably 
that it had been drummed up by the Liberals and that there was no official connection 
between the Union National and the Conservatives. 

A question from one of the staff members aimed at discovering how the 
government could both reduce taxes and increase expenditures brought the comment 
from the speaker, "If there were more economists and less politicians there would 
be fewer promises of this kind". Finally, the question both Mr. Pratt and the 
majority of his audience had been expecting was asked "What is the Conservative 
approach to education?" Pratt's reply - there is no federal say in the matter. The 
federal government must respect the autonomy of the Provinces if it hopes to preserve 
strong national unity. Certainly no one, no matter what party they support, can 
refute this statement. 

On the whole, Mr. Pratt left his audience with the feeling that, although he has 
the MiHsh gift of the gab" as he claimed, he rather lacks in the Irish spirit. However, 
he was frank and quite down to earth, and admittedly it would be difficult for any . 
candidate to give his audience that same sense of genuine sincerity that the Party 
leader, Mr .Diefenbaker seems to radiate. It will be most interesting to compare him 
with the Liberal candidate who will be holding forth at Mac sometime m the next tew 
^eeks.
